though the law in this;stato requires 
that premiums for workmen's com- 
pensation insurance shall uo "adequate" 
to meet the cost of carrying on the 
business, it Is not sufficient to accom- 
plish the purpose which tho legisla- 
ture had in mind when enacting it, 
namely, to compel 
the companies to 


charge rates so .high that the most 
poorly managed company may make a 
profit on Its business. 
This statement was made yesterday 


by Samuel H. Pillsbury, 'attorney for 
the Massachusetts Employes Insurance 
association, the so-called "state com- 
pany," ' before the special legislative 
committee which is invcsJigaUng his 
subject 
of compensation 
insurance- 


rates. 
Jlr. Pillsbury explained 
that 
tho 


law regulates only workmen's compen- 
sation Insurance; because of that 
fact 


any company carrying other lines of 
insurance may grant to any employer 
a rebate on his plate glass insurance, 
for example, which will place the cost 
of that Insurance far below any figure, 
which a competing company may offer, 
and by that method; force the com- 
peting company ,out'of business In this 
state. .. ' 
. 
Albert H. Mobray, secretary and ac- 


tuary of the same company, snld the 
stock companies are trying to elimin- 
ate the mutuals from doing business 
tn this state. 
"Tho three mutual in- 


surance companies which arc carrying 
large amounts of compensation Insur- 
ance in this state,"-lie said, "repre- 


sestion, on the ground that conditions 
vary greatly from year to year, and 
he doubted whether a company would 
be willing to write a policy to' cover 
the employment conditions 
o£ thrca 


years in trie future. 


As an instance or this variation ha 


cited the present industrial boom due 
to the European war. 
Before the 


outbreak of the wa,r there was a period 
of great depression, and employers 
Generally had discharged, their incom- 
petent and careless employes. 
With 


the w?,r boom, however, 
they 
wera 


compelled to hire back such men as 
they couid get, including the ^careless, 
and as a result the number :of acci- 
dents increased out of all proportion 
to the payroll, on which promlurns are 
based. 
Another factor entering into 


the number of 'accidents is tho fact 
that many plants are operating over- 
time, and men who are tired are far 
more susceptible to injury than when 
working only an ordinary day.

The production of coke and anthra- 


cite pig Iron in the first five months 
of 1916 showed :m increase of 66 per 
cent, over that of the corresponding 
period in 1915. and prices are from }5 
to 57.25 per ton higher, or 33 to 40 per 
cent, above those in June, 1915.

Auothcr of the perplexing questions of international law growing out o£ the war in Europe was 
pre- 


sented to the United States government by the arrival at Baltimore of the German submarine Deutschland, 
which came from Germany. 
The state department was called upon to determine whether the first undersea 


craft to make the trans-Atlantic voyage should be treated as a merchant vessel or as a billigerent warship. 
K the submarine is a merchant vessel engaged in peaceful commerce (and this is the prevalent, view) it is 
entitled to all the rights and prerogatives of any other billigerent. merchant vessel in an American port, free 
to come-and go as it pleases and at its own risk of incurring damage from' enemy vessels outside the en- 
trance to American*territorial waters. But if this submarine entered American waters as a belligerent war- 
ship the so called "twenty-four hour rule" applies, as in the case of any other warship, and the Deutschland 
is subject to the rules of international law that this government invoked in the cases of the Kronprmz Eitel 
Friedrich and the Prinz Friedrich Wilhelm. 
The situation was complicated further by the action of Simon 


Lake, inventor of submarine vessels, who asserted his intention of libeling and thus holding up the Deutschland 
if it'contained any of his patented devices. 
Mr. Lake said that the Krupps copied his plans when he was 


in Germany in 1004 and

Their papers -were examined and rank- 
ing made by Homer P. Lewis, super- 
intendent of schools of Worcester, and 
the sealed envelopes containing 
the 


names of the ten highest in rank for- 
warded by him to Supt. Molloy and 
held by him to be opened in the pres- 
ence of the committee. 
Before open- 


ing the sealed envelopes, the committee 
voted a change in the salary schedule 
for newly elected teachers, in order 
to give teachers who have had experi- 
ence of three years or more an advan- 
tage, in salary, over the inexperienced.

Teachers who have had three or four 
years' previous experience .shall start 
with a salary of 5550. Those who have 
had five years' previous experience 
shall start at S600;

those who 


have had six years or more of_ pre- 
vious experience shall start at 5650."

was oven greater In 101S than In the 
first halt of 1515. Large Increases aro 
shown in the output of both iron ore 
and pig iron. The shipments of ore 
from the Lake Superior region dur- 
ing the nrst five months of 1916 were 
more than 10,000,000 gross tons, or S3 
per cent, greater than those of the 
corresponding period of 1915. 


Ore prices at lower lake ports for 


1516 were Increased 75 cents a ton over 
those for the season of 1315, hut lack 
of boats is reported lo have forced 
concessions in the price, of ore from 
some mines that do not control their 
Lake transportation facilities. 


The production of coke and anthra- 


cite pig iron In the first live months 
of 19IC showed an Increase of 66 per 
cent, over that of the corresponding 
period in 1315. and prices are from 55 
to $7.25-per ton higher, or 33 to 40 per 
cent, above those in June. 1915. 


Prices for'steel bars and beams have 


increased 100 to 13D per cent, over

Another o£ the perplexing questions of international law growing out of the war in Europe was pre- 


sented to the United States government by the arrival at 
Baltimore of the German submarine Deutschland, 


which eamo from Germany. 
The state department was called upon lo determine whether the first undersea 


craft to make tile trans-Atlantic voyage should be treated as a merchant vessel ,or as a billigerent warship. 
If the submarine is a merchant vessel engaged in peaceful commerce (and this is the prevalent view) it is 
entitled to all the rights and prerogatives of any other billigerent merchant vessel in an American port, free 
to come and go as it pleases and at its own risk of incurring damage from 
enemy vessels outside the en- 


trance to American territorial waters. But if this submarine entered American wafers as a belligerent 
war- 


ship the so called "twenty-four hour rule" applies, as in the case of any other warship, and the Deutsehland 
is subject to the rules of international law that this government invoked in the cases of the Kronprinz Eitel 
Friedrich and the Prinz Friedrich Wilhelm. 
The situation was complicated further by the action of Simon 


Lake inventor of submarine vessels, who asserted his intention of libeling and thus holding up the Deutschland 
if it'contained any of his patented devices. 
Mr. Lake said that the Krupps copied his plans when he was 


in Germany in 1904 and 1905.
